Sewer Checks 
Cause Alarms

C o n g r e s s 
c l e a r e d 
legislation this week to 
extend price controls on 
some domestic oil for six 
months past the Aug. 31 
cutoff date—after it killed 
Ford’s compromise proposal 
to gradually lift controls 
over 39 months. 
The bill to extend controls 
on more than half of the 
nation’s domestic oil passed 
by a strong vote in both the 
House and Senate, indicating 
the possibility of a veto 
override after the August 
recess. 
Rep. Bob Eckhardt, D- 
Tex., said an abrupt lifting of 
controls could push gasoline 
up 30 cents, to 90 cents a 
gallon or so, this fall. 
F e d e r a l 
E n e r g y 
Administrator Frank Zarb 
forecast a more modest 
increase of possibly IO to 15 
cents a gallon on gasoline.

North Texas soils are 
alm ost exclusively black 
clays, with depths varying 
from 
several 
inches 
to 
several feet. Small shrubs 
and turf need a foot of good 
soil. Large shrubs and trees 
do best with two or three feet 
at a m inim um . Our clay soils 
are 
fairly 
fertile, 
p a r ­ 
ticularly in micronutrients 
(trace elements). 
They do need 
frequent 
applications of nitrogen and 
phosphorus (first and second 
numbers of the fertilizer 
analysis). Certain crops (but 
definitely not all crops) will 
also show iron deficiency. A 
three-sided correction in­ 
volving soil acidification and 
soil 
and 
foliar 
iron 
ap­ 
plications will be needed. 
Finally, 
our 
soils 
are 
notoriously low in organic 
matter. Start a compost pile 
or use liberal doses of peat 
moss to help break up the 
clay. 
Fertilizer selection should 
be tied in directly with soil 
shortage as indicated above.

Control Difficult 
Spider Mites Serious 


Spider mites, also called 
red spiders, are one of the 
most serious pests of home 
gardens. 
Spider mites are not in­ 
sects but are closely related 
to ticks and spiders. They 
are about 1-60 of an inch long 
and 
vary 
in 
color 
from 
whitish, to greenish, to red, 
said 
Jam es 
R. 
Risinger, 
Collin County Agricultural 
Agent. 
Spider mites build up large 
populations very rapidly. 
Eggs are laid on the un­ 
dersides of the leaves and 
hatch in four to five days. A 
complete lify cycle takes 
about three weeks and there 
may be as many as 20 
overlapping generations in a 
single 
year. 
Hot, 
dry 
weather is most favorable 


plants are dry. Use plastic, 
bark, com post or other 
mulch 
to conserve 
soil 
moisture and retard weed 
growth. 
P lant 
m aterials likely 
vary from your old home 
town.

white spots

Heavy 
infestations cause bleaching 
or yellowing, first along the 
main leaf veins and then 
throughout the leaf. Leaves 
then begin to curl, turn 
brown and drop from the 
plant. 
The plant also may shed 
buds and small fruit. Spider 
m ites 
can 
com pletely 
defoliate a plant if not 
controlled. 
Few. 
if any 
garden plants are com ­ 
pletely sa|£ from aiUcKJft ., 
spider mites. However, this 
pest 
definitely 
prefers 
tomatoes, beans and peas. 
Control of spider mites is 
often difficult, requiring 
from two to four applications 
of insecticide at 
five-day 
intervals. 
Frequent 
in­ 
spection should be used to 
determine the need for in­ 
secticide applications. 
Specific compounds for 
controlling mites should be 
used. Read and follow all 
directions on the label before 
using a pesticide. Check the 
label for crop, amount to 
use, and waiting period from 
last application to harvest.

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - 
America’s declining birth 
rate will produce an even 
sharper drop in crime — and 
then 
will 
raise 
some 
problem s of its own, a 
U niversity 
of 
Texas 
researcher predicts. 
Je re Brophy, assistant 
professor of educational 
psychology and a specialist 
in child development, says 
the United States will see the 
crime rate fall in IO to 15 
years as the full effects of 
the pill and other modern 
birth control methods and 
attitudes are felt. 
“Very few children will be 
born that are not wanted by 
the parents — or at least the 
mother," he explains, and as 
a consequence the horribly 
hostile homes that produce 
antisocial, crim e-bent in­ 
dividuals will be fewer. 
“ A large percentage of 
serious, 
violent 
type 
crim inals 
are 
basically 
unwanted, rejected kids," 
Brophy says. Teachers often 
spot them in the earliest 
school years. 
“The kid who is a bully at 5 
is the one who is going to be a 
mugger as an adult I’m not 
saying every kid who has 
problems at age 5 is going to 
be a crim inal, but 
the 
correlations are somewhat 
frighteningly high." 
The declining birth rate 
and 
the 
corresponding 
reduction in the probability 
of parents becoming saddled 
with unwanted children will 
prevent many of the worst 
home 
situations 
from 
happening, according to 
Brophy. 
“ Love is not enough." but 
it helps, he says. 
“ If the parents love and

9-10, 16-17, and 23-24. 
Saturday open hours will 
be from 9 a.rn. to 7 p.m., with 
Sunday openings from 2 p m 
to 7 p.m. 
UT-Dallas will have 451, 
250 square feet of academ ic 
space in use this fall, to meet 
an enrollment estim ated as 
“between 3,500 and 5,000 
students.” The jump from 
more than 800 students is 
largely 
due 
to 
first-time 
admissions of juniors and 
seniors and the opening of 
more 
than 
25 
bachelor’s 
degree program s. From 1970 


until now, enrollment has 
been limited to graduate 
students by state law. 
Several hundred Plano 
and 
Richardson 
residents 
attended a preview open 
house held during the past 
w eekend, and announced 
only in those two cities. The 
continuing open cam pus 
program s have been 
an­ 
nounced widely in Dallas 
and Collin Counties. 
Regents of The University 
of Texas System approved a 
UT D allas 
budget 
of 
$16,542,184 for the year 
opening September I, in­ 
creasing last y ear’s general 
and ed ucational funding 
from $6.9 million to $11.6 
million. The change reflects 
both the enrollment jump 
and the addition of nearly 130 
faculty m em bers. 


Regents also set student 
fees for the new year. With 
tuition at $60 a sem ester for 
a student taking 15 hours of 
classwork (at Texas resident 
rates), total fees will add 
about $135 A new medical 
services fee of $15, plus a 
building use fee of $6 per 
sem ester hour, and a student

Polly’s Pointers 


Special paint 
y saves blackboard

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I have six children s blackboards that 
can no longer be used for writing on. Is there any way I can 
resurface these chalk boards to make them useable again? 
- MRS. R.K.P. 
DEAR MRS. R.K.P. — When my children were small I 
bought a can of blackboard paint at the hardware store and 
painted their old blackboard. Once I even used this to paint 
one exposed end of an upper kitchen cabinet and had a 
blackboard for writing kitchen reminders and it was even 
successful use'1; on the wood. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is really a wish that we could 
again buy bobby pins without those horrible raised bumps on the 
ends. I find them hard to use as the bumps peel and catch one’s 
hair when being withdrawn. I have been told this is the only type 
that is sold any more. I hope there will be enough complaints that 
manufacturers will go back to making just plain old bobby pins. 
- MRS. C L D. 
DEAR READERS — A sofa without pillows is like a plain dress 
with no personal touches such as a bit of jewelry, a scarf or 
flower. How uninviting they look and how uncomfortable many 
are when sitting on them. Deep seated sofas need BIG pillows to 
be comfortable. A few itsy-bitsy ones add up to practically 
nothing in looks or comfort. 
Many needleworker are making small cushions because most 
patterns are put on relatively small canvases or pieces of fabric. 
But there are ways to get around that. Recently I saw big, big 
pillows that had fish motifs neediepointed with no worked 
background. The designs were cut out with canvas margins left 
all around and then turned back before a fish was blind stitched to 
the center of each fabric top. The effect was very smart. 
However, do not attempt this with a design that has small jutting 
lines that would be hard to turn back neatly. 
Also a small needlepoint or crewel embroidered piece could 
have pattern and background worked and then be applied to the 
center front of a large pillow. Stitch it on with trimmed edges 
(about one to one-and-a-half inches) extending flat at the sides. 
Then these edges are covered with velvet ribbon mitered at the 
corners. 
Scraps of ribbon can be laced (basket weave fashion) to form 
an interesting pattern and color arrangement for a pillow top. Or 
applique one square of a lovely old quilt pattern and apply it to 
the top of a cushion. Use silk or cotton scraps to make a 
patchwork top. Or even knit one in a cable stitch pattern — white 
or off-white look best for this. Have a more inviting and comfor­ 
table looking sofa. — POLLY.
